® creation of a new Market and Industry Services Branch to consolidate marketing, 


international trade and agri-food development functions; and 


2 creation of a new Policy Branch to consolidate policy development and facilitate the 


implementation of farm support, transportation and adaptation functions.

ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


On June 25, 1993, the government announced a major restructuring in which it was decided to 
group federal programs aimed at affirming Canadian identity into a new Canadian heritage portfolio. 
On November 4, 1993, the Department’s responsibilities have been established on the appointment of 
the new Cabinet ministers. They encompass official languages, arts and heritage, broadcasting, 
national parks and national historic sites, multiculturalism, voluntary action, human rights, State 
Ceremonial, Native citizens, Canadian studies, youth participation and amateur sport programs. The 
duties of the Department of Canadian Heritage include: 


. managing programs relating to Canada’s National Parks, National Marine Parks, National 
Historic Sites, Historic Canals, Heritage Railways Stations, Heritage Rivers and federal Heritage 
Buildings; 

5 developing Canadian cultural affairs and broadcasting policy, and assisting cultural industries 
and performing arts, visual arts and heritage organizations; 

a providing designated services, assuming responsibility for federal action, and promoting and co- 


ordinating federal activities with respect to multiculturalism, as well as promoting 
multiculturalism vis-a-vis the major institutions serving Canadians; 


. promoting Canadian identity and providing assistance to community development and official 
languages; 

. promoting sports activities, increasing access to amateur sport for all segments of Canadian 
society, as well as supporting international-calibre athletes; 

2 serving as the central point of reference for human rights in Canada.

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CITIZENSHIP AND IMMIGRATION CANADA 


ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Department of Citizenship and Immigration was created on November 4, 1993 as part of 
the government's restructuring announcement. 


Citizenship and Immigration Canada comprises two programs, the Citizenship Registration and 
Promotion Program which was previously part of the Department of Multiculturalism and Citizenship, 
and the Immigration Program which was previously part of the Department of Employment and 
Immigration. The Department was created by an Order in Council pending the passage of legislation to 
establish the Department in statue. 


Citizenship and Immigration Canada develops immigration policy, manages immigration levels 
and participates with other federal government departments in developing related policy. Through 
cooperation with other levels of government, governments of other states, and with non-governmental 
and inter-governmental organizations it assists newly arrived immigrants to adapt and settle in Canada. 
The Department facilitates and controls the admission to Canada of visitors, permanent residents and 
refugees, and assists with the settlement of permanent residents and refugees. It is also responsible 
for protecting against the entry of persons who may endanger the health and safety of Canadians or 
the security of Canada. 


The Department is responsible for promoting the concept and values of Canadian citizenship. 
It works with all Canadians, and in particular ethnocultural and visible-minority community associations, 
to help them understand the value of citizenship and the responsibilities and rights that go along with it. 
It provides services to immigrants who want to become Canadian citizens and to Canadians requiring 
proof of citizenship; including operation of the citizenship courts.

The Department of the Environment was created in June 1971, following the proclamation of 
the Government Organization Act (GOA) 1970. Known now as Environment Canada, the Department 
was created by amalgamating various entities within the federal government that were responsible for 
the natural environment. 


The GOA recognizes that preserving and enhancing Canada’s environmental quality is the 
responsibility of all federal departments, the provincial governments, local municipalities and the public. 
The Act gives to the Minister of the Environment broad advocacy responsibilities to promote and 
encourage practices and conduct that lead to the preservation and enhancement of environmental 
quality, and powers to co-operate with provincial governments or agencies, or any bodies, agencies or 
persons having similar objectives. 


As well, the Department of the Environment Act empowers the Minister to establish guidelines 
and advise heads of departments, boards and agencies of the federal government in all matters 
pertaining to the preservation and enhancement of the quality of the natural environment. Finally, the 
Act allows the Minister to enter into agreements, with the approval of the Governor-in-Council, with 
other governments or agencies for the purpose of carrying out programs for which the Minister is 
responsible.

Fisheries and Oceans has 
responsibility for all matters respecting oceans not by law assigned to any other department. 


Parliament’s jurisdiction over sea-coast and inland fisheries, public harbours and navigation in 
marine and inland waters is established by the Constitution Act. The direction of this responsibility and 
the extent to which it is exercised by the federal government have been determined by judicial 
interpretation, agreements with provinces and the evolution of public policy. Some provinces have 
been delegated varying degrees of administrative responsibilities.

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INTERGOVERNMENTAL AFFAIRS 


ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Prime Minister, as head of the government, is responsible for intergovernmental relations 
within Canada. In fulfilling their portfolio responsibilities and in their capacities as representatives of the 
regions of the country, Cabinet Ministers are also directly involved in specific aspects of federal- 
provincial relations. 


To support the overall management of the federal government's relations with the provinces 
and the territories, the Prime Minister has asked the Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs, the 
Honourable Marcel Massé, to play both an advisory and coordinating role, facilitating a coherent and 
consistent approach across the broad intergovernmental agenda. The Minister of Intergovernmental 
Affairs provides advice to the Prime Minister and the Cabinet on the management of key federal- 
provincial issues and initiatives, assessing their interregional implications within the context of the 
national interest and balancing current demands with a longer-term perspective. The Minister provides 
specific advice on the organization and preparation of multilateral meetings of First Ministers, which are 
convened and chaired by the Prime Minister. 


To promote effective intergovernmental cooperation, the Minister, in collaboration with his 
Cabinet colleagues, coordinates the policy framework for federal-provincial-territorial relations. 
Currently, significant policy issues within this framework include labour market training, environment, 
social security, health care, and fiscal transfers. Working closely with his Cabinet colleagues, the 
Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs carries out his responsibilities for the management of effective 
federal-provincial relations by engaging his provincial and territorial counterparts on both a bilateral and 
multilateral basis.

The Minister is supported by Secretariats within the Privy Council Office. 
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JUSTICE CANADA 


ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Department of Justice is responsible for the legal affairs of the government as a whole, 
and for offering legal services to individual departments and agencies through functions related to the 
Offices of the Attorney General and of the Minister of Justice. 


As the country’s most senior legal officer, the Attorney General must uphold the rule of law at 
all times. In the Attorney General function, the Department represents the Crown in all litigation where 
rights of a public nature and of concern to the federal government come into question. As legal 
counsel to federal departments and agencies, the Attorney General is responsible for the provision of a 
wide range of legal services including the preparation of contracts, the collection of debts owing to the 
Crown, the searching of property titles, and the provision of legal advice regarding programs and 
operations. 


The Minister of Justice function must take into account considerations of both law and 
government policy. The Minister must, for instance, be concerned with the policy considerations 
underlying the law for which the Minister is directly responsible. At the same time, the Minister is 
concerned with the legal content of government bills, regulations or departmental directives as they may 
affect fundamental rights or freedoms. The Minister also oversees all legal mechanisms used to 
achieve the overall objectives of the government. 


Included within the portfolio are independent organizations, namely: The Canadian Human 
Rights Commission, the Federal Court of Canada, the Office of the Commissioner for Federal Judicial 
Affairs, the Information Commissioner, the Privacy Commissioner, The Supreme Court of Canada and 
the Tax Court of Canada.

ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Department of National Revenue operates two programs, Customs and Excise, and Taxation, 
under the direction of the Minister of National Revenue. 


The Department is responsible for administering Canadian tax, border, and trade policies. It 
collects: federal income tax; personal income tax on behalf of all provinces except Quebec; corporate 
income tax on behalf of all provinces except Alberta, Ontario and Quebec; the Goods and Services Tax 
(GST) in all provinces except Quebec; commodity taxes, Excise duties and import levies; provincial sales, 
alcohol and tobacco taxes at the border on behalf of certain provinces; employee and employer 
contributions under the Canada Pension Plan, and employee and employer premiums for Unemployment 
Insurance. 


Revenue Canada also oversees various federal and provincial tax credit programs, and is 
responsible for trade-policy administration and for protecting Canadian society against the illegal movement 
of goods and people across Canada’s borders.

The Solicitor General is the lead Minister for the government with respect to domestic security, 
policing, corrections and parole. The Ministry of the Solicitor General is comprised of the secretariat and 
two review agencies, the Office of the Inspector General of CSIS and the Office of the Correctional 
Investigator; four major agencies; and two review agencies whose work is directly related to that of the 
RCMP. The Deputy Solicitor General is the senior policy advisor, and directs and manages the Secretariat. 
Each agency head reports directly and is accountable to the Solicitor General. The components of the 
Ministry are unified by their specific and collective responsibilities to contribute, with their partners in criminal 
justice and security, to the protection of the public and to the maintenance of a just, peaceful and safe 
society. The four major agencies of the Ministry are: the Canadian Security Intelligence Service (CSIS); the 
Correctional Service of Canada (CSC); the National Parole Board (NPB); and the Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police (RCMP).

ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Department of Transport was established in 1936 by the Department of Transport Act which 
amalgamated functions of the Department of Railways and Canals, Department of Marine and the Civil 
Aviation Branch of the Department of National Defence. 


Federal responsibilities for transportation originated from the jurisdiction outlined in the British North 
America Act. These responsibilities have evolved to include coordination and regulation to ensure safety 
and efficiency in aeronautics, navigation, shipping facilities, ferries, railways and canals connecting 


provinces or connecting a province with any foreign country and are exercised through the Department of 
Transport. 


Transport Canada’s organization includes administrative and policy functions and four operational 
groups — Canadian Coast Guard, Aviation, Airports and Surface — as well as a number of Crown 
Corporations and agencies with varying degrees of autonomy. Some Crown corporations operate within the 
departmental framework while others, such as Canadian National Railway Company, are independent but 
report through the Minister to Parliament. The Grain Transportation Agency, Civil Aviation Tribunal and 
National Transportation Agency also report through or to the Minister of Transport.
